Dear Sir : I have the honor to inform you that Thomas Andrew 
Saweckoe, a second cabin passenger on the steamship Yucatan, which 
arrived at this port on Mouday, October 19, was removed to Hoffman 
Island for observation, not having an acclimatization certificate issued 
by Dr. Burgess. He subsequently became ill and developed yellow fever, 
of which he died at 10.30 last evening.
